An Anſwer to the 
formiſts, or Diſſenters, of what ſort ſoever, whether Prote- 
Fant or Papiſt,are concerned ; as if he would deal his 4d- 
vice with an impartial hand, and from each would have 
given ſuch Inſtances of their Miſrepreſentations and 
Falſifications, Errors and Abuſes, as might have been wor- 
thy of his Caſtigation. But whatſoever he pretends, 
this is apparently the fartheſt off from his intention ; 
for he no ſooner enters upon his Task, - but he lets drop 
two parts of his ' Diſtriþution, and excepts the Papiſt 
and Proteſtant Diſſenter out of the number of thoſe he 
prepared*his Cautions for, and both the Church of Z»- 
gland and Diſſenter out of the number of thoſe he in- 
tends to vindicate from the Aſperſions and Abuſes of a ' 
Common Adverſary. For thus he begins, The matter is 
of Concern, and therefore "twill not be improper to elucidate 
it by example ; and becauſe the Averfion againſt thoſe cal- 
led Papiſts is moſt fenerah Ple let them be the Inſtance, 
Pag. I, that is, of being Zlackned with infamous Crimes ; and if 
he had added, becauſe theſe called Papiſts have the great- 
eſt Aver/jon againſt the Clergy of the Church of Exg- 
land, Fle on the other «ſide let them be the inftance of ha- 
ving dealt foully with them, it had been' the juſt interpre- 
tation of his mind, but would have had in it more in- 
genuity and fair dealing than we may expect from one 
of his ſtrain. So that in concluſion, the Cautjeys that he 
pretends On, $8 to the Pulpits, are but as ſo many Inve- 
Qives againſt the Pulpits of the Church of Emg/and; and 
the: whole deſign of his Advice from the beginning to 
the end of it , is to incenſe the Government of the 
Nation, and to. inſtill into the minds of the peo- 
ple , prejudices againſt the Clergy of the Eſtabliſhed 
Church.

What diſmal 
Inferences doth he make from'them 2 Firſt of all, 7: does 
not look like the part of a good Subjet, to undervalue his 
Prince to his own People, Very well! And yet he that 
inveighs againſt his Religion : hows ro.do ſo. As how, 
and when! If you would know it, in the years 78, 79, 
80. Such and ſuch Points of. his Faith are painted out as 
Ridiculous, Nonſenſe, Prophane, &c. And then he wiſely 
infers, Are not all theſe ſevere Refleions upon his [S. M's] 
Senſe ,” his Judgment and Reaſon 2 Theſe are Fetches and 
Tunuendo's,that are as peculiar and ſurpriſing, as the Infe- 
rence is indecent and unmannerly. Surely theſe People 
' think there is no Senſe among Mankind, that put ſuch 
hard things upon them; and others will think there is not 
much Reſpe& to Majeſty,that,when they want Reaſon for 
their own Vindication, they are preſently lodging their 
Caſe at their Soveraign's feet ; nay, thruſting themſelves 
and all their Infirmities into his.

The Latter 
is when perſons are ated and governed by ſome ſuppoſed 
Communications from Heaven, by Revelations, Viſions, 
Inſpirations, by Raptures and Illuminations, and unac- 
countable Impulſes. Of the former ſort are their Orders 
themſelves, their Habits and Rules, and the Priviledges - 
granted to them, and depended upon ; of which more 
hereafter : and which indeed very much ariſe from the 
latter. For to that [Enthuſiaſm] we owe the Orders and 
their Inſtitution.

Honour is due to the Repreſented, is exhibited to the Re- 
preſenter ; and he that proſtrates himſelf before them, 
and there Addreſſes and leaves his Prayers, is ſuppoſed to 
proſtrate himſelf before, and addrefs his Prayers to, and 
leave them with the Holy perſons thereby Repreſen- 
ted ; who are the more pleaſed and the better accept 
them for this Honour done to themſelves by their Ima- 
ges. And therefore he that thus worſhips, and thus prays, 
thus worſhipsand thus prays to the Image,as to the perſon 
he waild thus worſhip, and thus pray to, ifhe was viſibly 


* preſent ; and how nicely foever men may ſpeak in diſpu-

And why ſhould he not pray to that Image, which thus 
eftectually anſwered. his and ſhew'd by its A- 
ions that he might cofimendably pray to it? And if 
they may, and do pray to Images, why not for pardon 
of Sins 2 For of whom they are heard, by them they may 
obtain pardon ; according to the quality of the Perfons 
thereby repreſented : And if they may ſay to the Croſs, 
thou our only Hope, they may pray again, lot out the Sins 
of the Guilty, Of this ſee Aflertion 8. 

This is one of the Abſolute Falfities, and Wicked Ca- 
lamnies, the Adviſer charges upon the Pulpits; There it's 
preached, they pray to Images for the pardon of their Sins. 
And without doubt he hoped the Reader would take it 
for ſuch upon hi? credit without further examination. 
Whether, if it had been preached, . it was,a Falfity, let 
what has been faid be conſider'd. But what if this was 
not faid by the Preacher 2 Where then will lie the Fa/4ry 
and Calumny 2 For that let the Adviſer anſwer if it be 
proved upon him, and let me anſwer if-I do not prove 
it. What faith the Adviſer, It was deliver'd in the Pul- 
pit, that they [ of the Church of Rome ] pray unto them Gogg Aavice 
(Images ) not only for temporal or ordinary Bleſſings, but v. 42. : 
for ſpiritual and ſupernatural, ſuch as the pardon of their 
Sins. I at firſt wonder d why our Author placed here a 
full ſtop, and did not go along with the Preacher, who 
adds to the pardon of their Sins—and the Holy Spirit, and 
Eternal Life. For if the Preacher ſpoke this of Images, 
the further he had gone, the more would it have ſerved. 
the Adviſer's purpoſe, to have ſhew'd the Abſurdity of the 
Preacher, and the Abuſe he puts upon them ; as thus, they 
pray to Images for the pardon of Sins, and the.

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But he had another deſign in his. eye, he: thought this 
would look a little too groſs, the Reader might perhaps 
be tempted to ſee with his own Eyes, How, charge them 
with praying to Images, for tHWHoly Spirit, and Eternal 
Life, when we are told of late they pray,not at all to 
them!
